XX Provided allwayes, That this graunte of ſubſidye or any thinge thetein cons 
teined, in anye wiſe extend not to charge the provoſte, fellowes, and ſchollers of the 
college of the Holeye Trinitye neere Dublin, nor anye manors, landes, tenements, 
and other poſſeſſions, goodes, chattels, or other moveable ſubſtance which the fayd 
provoſt, fellowes; and ſchollers, or anye others to theire uſe, have within this realme

XX: Provided allwaies and be yt enacted by the aucthoretye aforeſayd, That no 
orphane or infante within the age of twentye and one yeares, borne within anye of 
the Kinge's Majeſties dominions, ſhall be chardged to anye payment of this ſubfidye, 
for his or her goodes and chattels to him or her lefte or bequeathed ; ay thinge in 
this acte conteined to the contrarie notwithſtandinge.
